The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the primary reason 
for the allowance of claims 40 and 42 is the inclusion of the hollow profile and additional profile 
formed as roll formed profiles made of metal flat strip material, the additional profile being 
permanently and rigidly connected to the hollow profile and extending along a length thereof, 
and the hollow profile having a considerable excess at one end for anchoring the profiled frame 
below the parapet line in a door box of the vehicle door. The prior art of record fails to teach or 
suggest the claimed features absent the applicant's own disclosure.
